T I T L E S IN A M E R IC A . 


In Marked Contrast with the European 
Custom. 
We are monstroush’ fend of titles 
in the United States. 
A little while 
ago a federal judge in a western ter- 
ritor)' told me tiiat if lie should re­ 
ceive a letter that was not addressed 
to ^^The Honorable'' he wowld decline 
to read it, taking for granted that the 
writer desired to treat 
him with 
indignity . 
This recalls the story of 
the Georgia lawy er who had been ele­ 
vated to the bench. 
liis wife said to 
' 
him: 
‘T^aw, J ohn, if voii be judge, 
what be I? ’’ 
^‘Oh, was the ungallant reply , ‘"'y ou 
will be t h e s a m e ol d f ool 
y o u a h va vs 
♦ 
%/ 
were. 
But it is not unheard of for wives of 
men of rank to take the hushaiur? ti­ 
tles. All of us have heard of‘Airs. Gen. 
Smith/’ cf Mrs. Dr. J ones/’ and even 
of ^^Mrs. Rev. Brown.” When 1 went 
^ 
to school I was taught that this was a 
vulgar practice, and that idea has 
still some vitalit}', though I do not 
know’ that it deserves it. If we use the 
husband’s title in addressing the w ife 
by way of description and identifica­ 
tion, it has a certain use; if we use it 
merely to flatter, that is another mat­ 
ter. In continental Europe this form 
of address is almost universal. 
As a matter of fact, most of the 
' 
titles of courtesy used in this countrv 
are quite unw’arranted. 
Wlien the 
matter was discussed in the conven­ 
tion w’hich framed the constitution 
of the United 
States, titles were 
threshed over extensively . 
It was 
proposed to call the president 
Majesty ,” 
^Hlis 
Highness,” 
^Hlis 
Mightiness” and ‘‘His Excellency . 
But the plain sense of the plain peo­ 
ple prevailed, and our chief executive, 
w’ho w’ields a power greater tlian any 
constitutional sovereign in the w orld, 
» 
is merely “ The President.” 
If we 
have had it decided for us that w’e are 
not to call our chief oflicial any of 
these things, it seems absurd that 
" 
lesser ofiicers should be so called. And 
it is absurd, and, except in ■\iassachu- 
setts, without warrant of law. 
In 
Massachusetts it w*as gravely decreed 
that the governor should be “ His Ex­ 
cellency ,” and the lieutenant govem- 
j 
or “ The Honorable.” 
Our ministers to foreign countries 
get used to being called “ Your Excel­ 
lency ,” and the attaches and clerks 
V 
in an embassy often speak of their 
I 
chief in that way . 
It is very ridicu- 
^ 
lous. 
They never by any chance re- 
f 
ceive such compliment-ary decorations 
* 
from the state department. 
When 
Mr. Choate went abroad in the spring 
his instructions were addressed to J o- 
l 
seph H. Choate, esquire. Yet an al­ 
derman in Oshkosh 
or Kalamazoo 
would expect to be called “ The Hon- 
^ 
orable.” The use of esquire in Amer­ 
ica is rather puzzling. In England it 
is attached to the names of men in the 
gentry and to professional men whose 
social position elevates them above 
\ 
that of tradesmen. Here it is go as 
y ou please; but y ear by y ear it is going 
out of use. 
Our fondness for titles and deeora- 
^ 
tions of honor is also expressed in the 
badges we wear. 
Take a thousand 
j 
Americans at random, and 9 00 will

have on badges signify ing member-

ship in some kind of society all the 
way from a masonic lodge to the 
I 
Grand Army of the Republic and a bi-

cy cle club. 
And the Ie.ss important

After resting eight monlhs under 
the itigma of what he terms an un­ 
deserved defeat, Robert Fitzsim­ 
mons now proclaims that he was 
drugged when he was whipped by 
James Jeffries for the champion­ 
ship ot the world at Coney Island 
last June, says a N ew Y o rk city 
dispatch. 
Fitzsimmons says that the drug 
was given to him in the 
water 
which he drank during the early 
part of the fight, and that he has 
no recollection of anything tliat 
happened after he went out for the 
third round, 
lie vaguely recalls 
asking his seconds who it was that 
he was fighting with, but does not 
remember what answer they gave 
him. 
He also has a faint recollec­ 
tion of hearing Julian tell him to 
stand up during the tenth round. 
For nearly two months after the 
fight 
Fitzsimmons 
says 
he 
had 
great difficulty in remembering the 
ordinary incidents of the day. T ry 
as he would, he could not fasten in 
his 
mind those things which he 
wished 
to remember. 
Gradually 
he came to himself and as he recov­ 
ered he became more and more con­ 
vinced that he nad met foul play. 
He charges no particular person 
with 
drugging 
him, 
contenting 
himself 
with 
the 
assertion that 
when he does learn who was the 
instigator of the 
crime 
he 
will 
make certain that the same person 
does not repeat the operation. 
This announcement is certa'n to 
create an endless amount of discus­ 
sion in the world of professional 
sports. 
Many believe that the for­ 
mer champion 
was 
not 
himself 
when he last entered the ring, and 
even his enemies were surprised at 
the poor showing which he made 
when he raised his hands to defend 
his title against Jeffries. 
During 
the 
contest, 
Corbett, 
who had his money bet on Jeffries, 
remarked to a friend : 
“ If Fitzsimmons had made such 
a fight as this against me 1 would 
stili be champion 
of the world. 
Something 
seems 
to 
be 
wrong 
with him.” 
A ll over the country the com­ 
ment w’as made that those who 
were known as the “ wise men” 
bet on Jeffries, 
taking the best 
odds that were offered. 
Judging 
the two 
men on their 
previous 
work, Fitzsimmons certainly look­ 
ed a winner, and yet so confident 
were those behind his adversary 
that a large amount ot money was 
invested 
in show printing, 
and 
Philadelphia 
was actually billed 
before the fight with large posters 
proclaiming the coming of “ James 
J. Jeffries, champion pugilist of 
the world, cor queror of the mighty 
Fitzsimmons.” 
Under 
ordinary 
circumstances 
money is not invested in this way 
on a mere chance. 
“ It is not my intention to make 
a specific charge against any m an,” 
said Fitzsimmons last night, when 
seen at his apartments in the Métro­ 
pole. 
“ It is impossible for me to 
point to the man who was respon­ 
sible for my condition on the night 
of June 9, when I fought Jeffries, 
but this 1 do know, and I say it 
with 
emphasis 
and 
with 
full 
knowledge of the consequences, I 
was drugged by some one, and it 
is only natural to 
suppose 
that 
there was a conspiracy arranged to 
accomplish my 
defeat. 
I 
went 
into the ring in good condition. 
1 
was fit to fight and did fight, to 
mv 
entire 
satisfaction, 
for 
two 
rounds. 
“ In the second, it will be remem­ 
bered, I was knocked down. That 
blow did not hurt me, and, in fact, 
would not have staggered me had 
it not caught me just at a moment 


when I was resting far back on my 
heels. 
L came up not in the least 
dazed and was feeling as good as 
new when I went to my corner. 
“ During the rest between the 
second and third rounds I took a 
long drink of mineral water, and, 
following tliat, I have only a hazy 
recollection of one or two incidents 
of the fight.” 
There are a many good judges 
who believe that FitzRimrnons is 
still the best of the lot of present- 
day 
pugilists. 
Am ong 
them 
is 
John L. Sullivan, than whom no 
one has a better right to judge a 
fighter. 
“ I did not see Fitzsimmons lose 
to 
Jeffries,” 
said 
Sullivjin 
last 
night, “ but 1 have seen him in the 
ring more than once, and 1 know 
just 
how good a man he is. 
I 
saw Jeffries 
and 
Sharkey fight, 
and there is only one explanation 
wliich 1 can accept for Fitzsim­ 
mons having met defeat 
at the 
hands of one of Jeffries’ caliber. I 
believe that he was under the in­ 
fluence of 
some 
drug. 
Fitzsim­ 
mons lias told me that he was in 
good condition when he went into 
the fight, but was drugged after 
the second round. 
1 believe what 
he tells, 
though 
1 am sorry to 
think that pugilism has fallen into 
the hands of men who would stoop 
to such w ork.”
